The words are:."It is,
nevertheless, probable that somo discussion
will occur between the United States and
Groat Brit .in as to the right of the former to
make a treaty for exclusive privileges with
any of the Central American Powers."

It is intimated that Great Britain may claim
that, under the Clay on-Bulwer convention of
the l!)th of April, 1850, all projects for the
construction of a ship canal across the iBtfamus
which connects North and South America
should be under the control of both Pow rs.

Then
Bismarck is ill, and his attacks have
always portended mischief in the Held of
diplomacy. lie is as bold as he is able, and
he well k ows how "where (be lion's skin falls

anil Pririsia to stand together against Franco
and Austria? The drift of the political
current sets that way, and diplomatic notes

The Hues Passage.From Bombay Direct
to Liverpool.

Some days since we mentioned the arrival
of tho cotton steamer Danube at Liverpool
from Bombay via the Suez Canal. We have
now to record the arrival of the steamship
Stirling, from and to the same ports, in fortythreedays, iu spite of a clogged keel and
terrible adverse gales in the Bay of Biscay.
This passage, which is the only complete test
yet made of tho practical value of the Suez
Canal, in all weathers, to British trade,
should, we think, silence the cavillings of
John Bull against the success of his French
neighbor's splendid enterprise. The time con-

sumed by the Stirling in passing from the Red
Sea to the Mediterranean through the can il
was but fourteen hours, while the whole lapse
of the voyage was but Utile more than onotbirdof the duration of the circuit heretofore
required arounl the Cape of Good Hope.
When we now r. fleet upon the fleets of tea
ships and vessels laden with the spices and
tissues "of Ormus and of Ind" which
annually pass between the ports of Cnina,
Japan, Australia and the Eastern arohipela-
goes and the maritime cities of Britain, Belgium,Franco and Holland, we may begin to
form an adequate appreciation of the wonderful
"sea change" that commerce be.ween Europe
and Asia is about to undergo. Literally, by

It appears that there Is a Terr earneat
deaire prevailing among the Bages at Albany
to adjourn nine die on next Tuesday night. If
such be decidod upon no one will be Borry
that the law-making business of this year is
nearly over. As far as this city is concerned
we have had all we want from the Albany
firm, and they may dissolve partnership and
shut up shop as soon as possible. We have
got an cxcelletft form of city government,
under which, with proper administration, we

may hope to live in tho same equitable,peaceful, prosperous condition as

other metropolitan cities throughout the
globe. Under responsible authority we

look for tho best men in office in all
the departments, new and remodelled; men

of note aud character on the beuch; men of
education and integrity in all the different
commissions. Wo are promised this muchlonged-forconsummation by the loaders of the
city democracy, nnd we have no reason to
doubt that the promises will be fulfilled by the
chiefs of that party, who have shown so much
skill in quelling a foolish revolt in their own
ranks, and thus saving tho city from the probabilitiesof a disastrous rowdy rule. The
tax levies for the provision of the local governmenthave been disposed of in one

house, and will meet with little obstruction
in the other. There is notHing to preventthese two bills from being disposed
of at once and sent to tho Governor. The
Supply bill.a somewhat inlnoate document,
but not out of the usual form.will be reported
in the Assembly to-day by Mr. Jacobs, chairingof the Ways and Means Committee. It Is
not a very heavy bill, and is said to coutain

to pass the Ilouse to-day aud be disposed of
in the Senate to-morrow if no factious oppositionis offered.
